On  the  other  hand,  in  a  country  where  there 
is  neither  slavery  nor  caste,  but  where  free  con- 
tract the  rule  of  social  and  economic  life,  vo- 
cational skill,  ability,  and  productiveness  are  not 
by  any  manner  of  means  a  "national"  possession. 
These  capacities  are  strictly  and  purely  indl- 
V  1  in!  They  cannot  be  transferred  in  a  block 
iiuiii  uat-  generation  to  another.  Every  type  of 
aklll  on  the  contrary  must  be  acquired,  If  ac- 
quired at  all,  by  the  personal  ♦effort  uf  an  in- 
dividual, willing  and  able  to  undcigo  the  ueces- 
aary  effort  and  training  required.  Industrial 
capacity,  in  short,  Is  n^t  the  "Inheritance"  of  a 
collective  national  unit,  but  the  pamlully  ac- 
qutarod  MBl  of  aome  of  the  Individuals  compris- 
ing the  nation.  Those  other  individuals  who 
from  the  less  energetic,  less  Intelligent,  less  In- 
duabtou  portion  of  the  population— aoeh  ta- 
dlTlduals  exist  is  considerable  numbers  -cannot 
and  do  not  acquire  real  vocational  skill  and 
eapaelty. 

The  "credit"  whldl  «BabIes  a  nation  to  sell  Its 
natiozuU  bonds  to  adtftlitage  rest*  upon  the  pro- 
ductive capacity  of  tiM  wbola  body  of  tha  people, 

and  this  may  bo  described  as  tbt  positive 
capacity  of  the  effectives  minus  the  negative 
dead  weight  of  the  non-affeetivai.  Major  XXmg- 

ins  .seems  to  think  that  national  credit  can  be 
divided  up  like  a  cake  and  distributed  in  some 
mafleal  way  among  the  whole  population  of  ef- 
fectives and  non-rffocttves  alike;  but  In  point  of 
fad  the  credit  whkh  any  Individual  possesses 
Is  strictly  related  to  his  own  personal  capacity. 
Industrial  or  professional,  and  any  attempt  to 
"distribute"  the  aggregate  or  collective  credit 
among  its  citizens,  effectives  and  non-effectives 
ahke.  would  be  hopelessly  defeated  bf  tlM  to* 
cvltable  op>eratlon  of  economic  law. 

It  Is  only  by  a  figure  of  speech  that  Industrial 
capacity  can  be  spoken  of  as  inherited  and  It  Is 
only  in  Utopia  that  citizens  possess  equal 
capacity  and  contribute  equally  to  the  collective 
national  credit.  Reasonings  based  upon  figures 
of  speech  and  Utopian  dreams  will  not  solve  our 
economu:  problems.  It  is  possible,  of  course,  that 
the  Douglas  scheme  might  work  in  a  bureau- 
cratic Sooiaiistie  lyitoA  where  todhrlduftUcm  had 
boon  destroyed.

(h)  Sweet  Sauces 

Our  next  and  last  lesson  will  be 
devoted  to  the  making  of  desserts, 
and  so  in  this  one  we  will  learn  to 
make  eaBBOi  for  them. 

Zn  our  very  flnt  lawa  I  ex- 
plained how  taDportaak  It  la  when 
we  are  tudng  a  amiOhy  material  like 
flour  or  comatarch  to  thicken  a 
sauce,  tliat  we  sepnrate  all  the  tiny 
starch  grains,  and  then  keep  them 
In  motion  uliile  they  are  heating  to 
the  point  at  which  they  burst;  when 
this  Is  done,  the  liquid  thlokens 
smoothly  and  evenly. 

In  making  a  sweet  sauce,  we  have 
a  very  easy  way  of  separating  the 
starch  grains.  We  mbc  our  thicken- 
ing material  with  our  autar  (aa  we 
did  In  maklnff  fllllaga)-41ien  we 
can  add  hot  liquid  and  oook  and 
stir  until  thick. 

We  use  the  same  proportion  of 
thickening  material  for  each  cup  of 
lUjuid  In  a  sweet  aauee  aa  we  did  In 

Lesson  1. 

For  medium  thickness: 

Two  tableqitoona  flour  to  ooa  eup 
liquid. 

or 

One  tableepooa  oomatareh  to  one 

cup  liquid. 

We  uee  flour  when  the  sauce  need 
not  be  transparent,  and  cornstarch 
when  the  sauce  must  be  clear.  We 
make  the  sauce  exactly  the  same 
way  with  either  of  these  starchy 
materials.

The  second  great  thic  kening  aRcnt 
(or  sweet  sauces  Is  egg  yolk  There 
is  one  very  important  rule  to  be  ob- 
served in  using  it.  'Ilie  .sauce  Is 
cooked  first,  then  comhUied  with 
the  egK  just  before  reinoving  from 
heat :  Uie  egg  is  beaten  and  the  hot 
sauce  Is  stirred  Into  it  very  gradu- 
ally. This  mean*  that  the  heat  af- 
fects the  egg  slowly,  and  It  ti 
gradually  thickened.  If  we  were  to 
pour  the  egg  directly  into  the  large 
hot  mass,  it  would  hardc  par- 
ticles at  once— with  a  double  failure 
as  a  result;  the  liquid  would  not  be 
completely  thickened  and  curdled 
looking  particles  of  egg  would  float 
In  It.  If  there  Is  considerable  egg 
in  the  sauce.  It  must  be  returned  to 
the  double  boiler  and  stirred  a  few 
moments  to  thicken  the  egg. 

(Cuatard  sauce,  which  we  dis- 
cussed In  Leseon  7,  dependa  chiefly 
upon  egg  yolke  for  thickening  and 
requires  special  treatment.)

We  couldnt  leave  the  eooked 
sweet  aaucae  without  mentioning 
thoea  very  rich,  very  sweet  sauces 
which  we  reserve  for  use  with  ice 
cream  or  with  very  liKht  batter 
pudding.  One  great  advantage  of 
this  type  of  sauce  is  that  it  may  be 
kept  for  a  long  time,  if  covered  and 
set  in  a  cold  place  If  you  wish  to 
serve  these  sauces  hot.  they  may 
then  be  easily  warmed  over  hot 
water,  stirring  so  that  th^  wiU

Tbis 
ia  the  nrat  oocaaioa  for  sswral 
ymn  to  which  a  psaaaniai  to  a 
UM^Brltlsh  Service  plane  has  been 
killed  after  refusing  to  t.ike  lu.s 
pilot's  advice  to  abandon  the  <  ran, 
the  rarity  of  the  incident  empha- 
slfies  the  splnidld  record  of  accl- 
dent-fn'*'  f^\,ng  «DjOVM  by  the 
Force  thi«  year.

overhauls  ss  did  their  predeoessors 
of  ten  years  ago.  They  are  more 
than  four  ttoMa  aa  dapandahla.  Air- 
craft deaign  broadly,  and  «aae  and 
stirnnesfl  of  oontrol  particularly,  are 
other  potent  factors  in  makl/ig  pos- 
sible the  new  record,  which  is  of  a 
kind  that  makes  It  very  well  worth
